Ch NESE SOLDIERS. 


A RemarkAhle Promotion—How tho OflU 
cert Rob the Oovemment. 


A young man from my native town 
entered the army, and by diut of hard 
fighting and real merit rose to thé rank 
of brigadier general, bnt with him at 
every promotion rose his brother, whom 
I will call X, who had not met him 
for years and who was peacefully occu­ 
pied as cook in a distant opium den. 
This is how it was done. The soldier, 
after each engagement in which he dis- 
tingnished himtèlf, reported imaginary 
deeds of valor performed by his brother, 
and his word wat taken. One di^ the 
eeok in the opinn den, who had never 
even tsenabattle, read hit name In The 
Gaiette and fonnd to hit tnrprite that 
he had attained the rank of colonel in 
the imperial foiett. 


Militaiy terviee it in many ways 
very remnnerative to the offleers. They 
enroll any men they like, and they al­ 
ways draw the pay for many more men 
than are actnallf in the army. Ahont 
70 per cent of the foil number of men 
nominally serving and for whom pay is 
drawn is the average strength of the 
forces, even nnder Li Hnng Chang's 
comparatively honest officers, while 
elsewhere 100 men on paper usually 
nieau but 40 or 60 in the flesh. On re­ 
view days the officers engage a sufficient 
number of soldiers by the day to make 
tho army look all right. But there are 
other sources of profit besides dealing 
in dummy soldiers. The live ones have 
to wear uniforms and to eat, and both 
food and clothes are snppli^ at extor* 
tionate prices by the officers, so that of 
the 6 taels per month paid by the gov« 
emment for each toldier, ahont one-fifth 
or lets rtachet the pocketa of the men. 
All thit lofen to the braves’* who are 
enlj engaged dnring wartime and are 
ditbaaded the moment tha fighting it 
over wherever they may happsn to be 
and nearly alwajt withont the BMant 
of retnming to Iheir hornet, that keep- 
iBf np tha tnpply of armed lobbtta idl 
ovar tha emidra. 


Aa to tha toldlan el the ttaadlBf 
army in timea of peaee, they aie, with 
the exception of the Mantohoo garriton, 
to wietohedly paid that ita ttrength ex- 
Itta only on paper. The men enlitt and 
legnlarly draw their pay—4 thillingt 
per month—and have totioely any fnr 
ther oonneotion with the military ttrv- 
iot. Tha few that go on duty in the eity 
gatea live entirely on bribes. The Man 
ohu forea nnder the Tartar general, ea 
tha other hand, is well paid, bnt thett 
toldiert do no fighting. Thioy are only 
engaged in narding the oity againtt 
OhlBM rebelk. They live in a ttparale

Waahlntton, May 27.-~Chlcavo‘9 fa­ 
mous lake front land case, involvin« 
property worth over $16,000.000, was yes­ 
terday decided by Land Commissioner 
Herman tn favor of the present holders 
of the land. Plaintiffs who sought (and 
throuffh the United States supreme court 
doubtless will continue to seek) to ob­ 
tain possession of the land, are Harvey 
M. La Follette and Mathias Benner. 
They endeavored to locate the so-called 
McKee scrip on the land. The commis­ 
sioner’s decision allows the patent ren­ 
dered to Robert A. Ktnsie in 1821 to 
stand. 


Plat lacl«d«d th* Mlior« Lin«. 


The decision covers twenty-two pages 
of type-written matter, and Is full of 
references and authorities. After reclt- 
inisr at length a history of the case, he 
eays: 


"Careful examination of all the evi­ 
dence before me fails to convince me of 
the correctness of the scrip applicants' 
contention. The plat of surve>' of the 
land was made from the fleld notes made 
pursuant to law. and these notes make 
reference to the east line of the fraction­ 
al section, and the meander on the lake. 
The survey ordered has no authority 
by law' to establish any other line than 
the shore or water line. This meander 
must therefore have represented 
the 
boundars'—the east boundary of the 
fractional section. 


Oinittmi Non« of th« L«n«l. 


••There could have been no Intervening 
strip nr tract of land between this boun> 
dary and the w-ater line, since the í»ur- 
vey could extend no further. That the 
meander line and the boundary line are 
Identical is made doubly clear by the 
plats of survey, which make the con­ 
tour of the lake correspond with the lan­ 
guage of the fleld notes. The meander 
line shows the water line of the lake. 
Nor has any motive been suggested 
why this should not have been shown. 
There Is no apparent reason why the 
United States should have omittsd from 
the survey twenty acres or any of the 
land rsaching to ths water line. 
Had 
It done so it w'ould have disregarded 
and violated the law. 


Land Formad l.at«r h j Aeeretlon. 


I t thus appeani to be w'ell established 
that the bank and the water are correla­ 
tive, and that one cannot be owned with 
out touching the other: that the bank Is 
the principal object, so that, when the 
law once fixes the proprietorship of that, 
the soil of the river follows. As to any 
land which may have formed after the 
entry and to the date of Kinsie's patent, 
it must be held that such Inured to the 
owner of the main land, since the title 
by patent related back and took effect 
from his entry.

Washington, May 27.-~Representatives 
of practically all the tobacco manufac­ 
turers in the United States with the ex­ 
ception of the cigar manufacturers, 
met here yesterday to protest against 
the proposed advance of 2 cents a pound 
in the tax on tobacco contemplated in 
the senate amendments to the tariff bill. 
There were present and represented 
about 150 manufacturers. The total to­ 
bacco output, exclusive of cigars, of the 
United States Is about 300,000,000 pounds 
annually, and of this amount over 250,- 
000,00«) pounds was 
represented. 
Gen­ 
eral K. McAlpin, of New York, was 
chairman 
and T. E. Allen secretary. 
Among^ those present were representa­ 
tives of every important tobacco pro­ 
ducing or manufacturing point In the 
country. Resolutions were unanimously 
adopted which brieily cite the injury 
ir.ilicied upon the trade by the frequent 
changers of the tax and protest against 
the adoption of the senate amendment. 


The meeting adjourned to present the 
resolutions at the Capitol. 
Allen, in 
sipeaklng of the proposed tax increase 
jiaid: “It is not so much the amount of 
the tax we object to, as the expense in­ 
volved in a cliange at all. An increase 
-if 2 cents a pound means .smaller pack­ 
ages. That is the only way the manu­ 
facturers could pay it, and a change In 
the sise of packages nieans an outlay of 
just about 11,000,000 in changing stamps, 
dies, moulds and wrappei^s. 
We have 
had three changes of tax in the past 
twenty years—8 cents, 16 cents and 6 
cents—whlch it ia now. 


“When this change was made in 1893 
congress was going to reduce it to 4 
iients, but 
we 
told 
them rather 
to 
make it 6 cents and then let It alone. 
W hat we ask is stability. The fluctua­ 
tion« are what ruin our business." The 
tobacco interests conferred at tiit Capi­ 
tol with senators and representatives

M. La Follette and Mathias Benner. 
They endeavored to locate the so-called 
McKee scrip on the land. The commis­ 
sioner’s decision allows the patent ren­ 
dered to Robert A. Kinsie in 1821 to 
•tand. 


Plat liiolii«i«d th« itiiar« Line. 


The decision covers twenty-two pai^s 
of type-wHtten matter, and is fuii| of 
references and authorities. After recit­ 
ing at length a history of the case, he 
lays: 


“Careful examination of all the evi­ 
dence before me fails to convince me of 
the correctness of the scrip applicants’ 
contention. 
The plat of survey of the 
land was made from the field notes made 
pursuant to law. and these notes make 
reference to the east line of the fraction­ 
al section, and the meander on the lake. 
The survey ordered has no authority 
by law to establish any other line than 
the shore or water line. 
This meander 
must therefore have 
represented 
the 
boundary—the east boundary of the 
fractional section.

“There could have been no intervening 
strip or tract of land betw'een this boun­ 
dary and the water line, since the sur­ 
vey could extend no further. That the 
meander line and the boundary line are 
identical is made doubly clear by the 
plats of survey, w'hlch make the con­ 
tour of the lake correspond with the lan­ 
guage of the field notes. The meander 
line shows the water line of the lake. 
Nor has any motive been suggested 
w hr this should not have been shown. 
There Is no apparent reason why the 
United States should have omitted from 
tht survey tw ^ ty acrej 
f^ny of the 
land rsaching to tha Water line. 
Had 
It done so it would have disregarded 
and violated the law.

The total to­ 
bacco output, exclusive of cigrars, of the 
United States is al)Out :i0i).000,000 pounds 
annually, and of ihis amount over 250.- 
cM)0,0(X) pound^i was 
represented. 
Gen­ 
eral E. McAlpln. of New York, was 
chairman 
and T. E. Allen secretary. 
Among those present were representa­ 
tives of every important tobacco pro­ 
ducing or manufacturing p«)int in th^ 
country. I\e.«iolution» were unanimously 
adopted which brieriy cite the injury 
ir«l1icti‘d upon tlie trade by the frequent 
change.s of the tax and protest against 
the adopti«in of the senate amendment. 


The meeting adjourned to present the 
resolutions at the Capitol. 
Allen, in 
speaiiing of tlie proposed tax increase 
said: "It is not so much the amount of
